Prosper EverGol:

e is an insecticide and fungicide seed treatment for use on canola (including Brassica napus and Brassica rapa), mustard
(oilseed and condiment) and rapeseed for control of listed insect pests and for control of seed rot, damping off, seedling blight
and early season root rot caused by Pythium, Rhizoctonia, Fusarium and Alternaria.

e also controls seedborne Blackleg.

e insecticide component, clothianidin, controls flea beetles on seeds and seedlings of canola (including Brassica napus and
Brassica rapa), mustard (oilseed and condiment) and rapeseed. For protection of seeds and emerging seedlings only.




RESTRICTIONS

Maximum usage when applying both metalaxyl- and mefenoxam-containing products to the same crop within the same
season: Do not apply more than the maximum yearly total application rate for the active ingredient as stated on the label of the
product containing the lowest yearly total on that crop.

RESISTANCE MANAGEMENT RECOMMENDATION

For resistance management, please note that Prosper EverGol contains a Group 4 [Phenylamides class], a Group 7 [Succinate-

dehydrogenase inhibitor class] and a Group 11 [Quinone outside inhibitor class] fungicide.

Any fungal population may contain

individuals naturally resistant to Prosper EverGol and other Group 4, 7, or 11 fungicides. A gradual or total loss of pest control may
occur over time if these fungicides are used repeatedly in the same fields. Prosper EverGol contains a Group 4A [Neonicotinoids class]
insecticide. Any insect population may contain individuals naturally resistant to Prosper EverGol and other Group 4A insecticides. The
resistant individuals may dominate the insect population if this group of insecticides are used repeatedly in the same fields. Appropriate
resistance-management strategies should be followed.

SEED BAG TAG

The Federal Seed Act requires that the container of seed treated with Prosper EverGol must be labeled with the following statements:

e This seed has been treated with Prosper EverGol which contains metalaxyl, clothianidin, trifloxystrobin, and penflufen.

e Do not use treated seed for food, feed, or oil production. Excess treated seed may be used for ethanol production only if (1) by-
products are not used for livestock feed and (2) no measurable residues of pesticide remain in ethanol by-products that are used in
agronomic practice.

e Useris responsible for ensuring that the seed bag meets all the requirements under the Federal Seed Act.
